The defoliation ex p eriment has 
not been abandoned y et. Another 
try is ex p ected when the rainy 
season starts, abou t early May .

Comments from informed au thor­ 
ities range from ou tright dismis­ 
sal of the ex p eriment as a farce 
to a concession that it had tu rned 
ou t “ not so good so far.”

Wheat Out 


From Loans 


WASHINGTON (AP) — F arm ­ 
ers are pulling a large quantity 
of wheat out from under price 
support loans to help meet m ar­ 
ket needs and to take advantage 
of improving prices. 
The Agriculture Department re­ 
ports that t h r o u g h February, 
growers had paid off loans on 91 
million bushels of this grain. This 
left only 189 million still stored 
under loans, the smallest for this 
time of year since 1957. 
This withdrawal of wheat from 
loans reflects the fact that the 
1961 
crop ws a little short of 
market needs largely because of 
drought in some areas. 
The departm ent reports that 
storage of 1961-crop corn under 
loans has 
been rather heavy in 
February, 
totaling 
125 
million 
bushels. By the end of the month 
412 million bushels of the crop 
were under loan. compred w i t h 
475 million a year earlier. 
Farm ers have until May 31 to 
place 1961 corn under loans. The 
total quantity so stored will be 
determined in a large measure by 
prices in the meantime.

Escape Pod 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Calif. (AP)—An escape capsule 
popped out of a high-flying B58. 
A parachute opened and drifted 
toward the Mojave Desert with 
ground crews in pursuit. 
Fortunately, it landed on the 
base. It might have caused some 
concern among the civilian popu­ 
lation if it had missed—because 
when crews reached the capsule, 
out came a bear. 
It was a 2-year-old, female, 108- 
pound, American black bear. 
She works for the Air Force. 
She rode to earth in the same 
type capsule previously tested by 
a man and a chimpanzee. 
‘‘Medical officers say they can 
tell more from a bear than they 
can from a chimp,” an Air Force 
spokesman 
explained 
after the 
test Thursday. ‘‘It has something 
to do with a similarity between 
spinal structure and internal or­ 
gans.” 
The bear rode in what is called 
a clamshell capsule. She was un­ 
strapped and taken to an Edwards 
laboratory to see bow she fared 
on the trip.

The o ccasio n o f the stamp's starring ro le 
v a* testimo ny o f H, J . Ho ltzclaw, directo r 
o f the Bureau o f Printing and Eng rav ing , 
As p^rt o f the substantiatio n o f his bu­ 
reau’s past ex penditures, Ho ltzclaw de­ 
scribed the manufacture o f a po stag e 
stamp. 
Co ng ressmen were surprised to learn the 
g lue o n a p o s t a g e stamp is no o rdinary 
stickum No t o nly is it mix ed in 
carefu lly 
centre ded 200-g allo n v ats, with its purity 
under co nstant scrutiny by the Fo o d and 
Drug Administratio n, but it is applied to 
the stamps as they co me thro ug h the pres­ 
ses at a unifcrm thickness o f 0007 o f an 
inch. 
Unifo rmity o f this infinitesimal thick­ 


ness o f g lue is insured by a battery o f 
“ bela ray g o ug e equpment.” The printing 
and eng rav ing chief did no t ex plain why 
this particular thickness was co nsidered 
ideal, but he did ackno wledg e that so me 
perso ns “ hav e a tendency to lick to o much 
o f the g um” and thereby destro y the ad­ 
hesiv e equality o f the stamp.

No Substitute for Victory 


General MacArthur^ truism that there 
is no substitute fo r v icto ry in war has a 
parallel in po litics. A head o f g o v ernment 
who do esn’t hav e eno ug h o f a v icto ry to 
establish do minance in an administratio n 
is in co nstant dang er. 
Chancello r Ko nrad Adenauer o f W e s t 
Germany m a y be in that po sitio n no w. In 
last y ear s electio ns Adenauer's party fail­ 
ed to maintain its majo rity in parliament 
and had to div ide o ffices with ano ther 
party to assure a majo rity fo r the g o v ern­ 
ment. 
It was assumed at the time this was a 
makeshift array m ent which mig ht last 
two o r three y ears. Whether it will last 
that lo ng is do ubtful. 


Tho So cial Demo cratic o ppo sitio n is co n­ 
centrating a heav y fire o n the chancello r 
and calling o n him to retire. The 8 6 -v ear- 
o ld Adenauer, acco rding to the charg e, is 
to o o ld to o ffer effectiv e leadership. 
This do es no t square with the facts that 
Adenauer is in remarkable health fo r his 
y ears and recently has had sig nificant 
talks with President Charles de Gaulle o f 
France. Tho se who saw the Adenauer-De- 
Gaulle meeting said the chancello r lo o ked 
healthier than the president. 
But a chink was o pened in the chancel­ 
lo r's armo r by the inco nclusiv e electio n 
results Prio r to that he was unassailable 
No w it is do ubtful whether he can surv iv e 
lo ng o n his no n-v icto rio us base. 


Cubans Face Hard Times 


With ratio ning o f all so rts, including 
fo o d, and the hig h co st o f liv ing plag uing 
the Cuban peo ple, their red 
rulers 
are 
warning them that wo rse times are ahead. 
E r n e s t Guev ara, minister o f industries, 
say s the peo ple must wo rk harder fo r the 
state-o perated enterprises which no w co m­ 
prise 90 per cent o f the Cuban eco no my . 
Guev ara tells the tho usands o f militia. 
men and wo men, to g et o ff their fat po s­ 
terio rs and start wo rking 
in ag riculture 
and industry . They are apparently ex pect­ 
ed to keep up their military drills and 
wo rk in facto ries and o n farms, to o . 
Despite this co mmunist o rg anizing ef­ 
fo rt, the co g * o f fo o d has so ared SO p°r 
cent o fficially in a y ear. And that do esn’t 
reflect what a Cuban really has to pay if 
he wants so mething . A chicken co sts three 


times the g o v ernment fix ed price in the 
black market. 
The So v iet Unio n and Red China hav e 
Cuban sug ar running o ut their ears—and 
Cuba has little else to o ffer rn pay ment 
fo r impo rts. If the wo rld co mmunist co n­ 
spiracy co ncludes that Cuba is o f little 
v alue as a military o utpo st in the Western 
Hemisphere, Castro will hav e to lo o k else­ 
where fo r suppo rt. Russia has co ntributed 
heav ily to Castro ’s air, nav al and o ther 
m ilitaiy streng th. 
But if the Cuban eco no my g enerally is 
breaking do wn, weapo ns will no t be effect­ 
iv e ag ainst spreading do mestic disco n­ 
tentment. But there is no tang ible ev idence 
as v et that the Cuban peo ple are that des­ 
perate.

ll might be supposed a product as simp­ 
ly constructed as a postage stamp would 
be one of the more ordinary responsibilit­ 
ies of government. But testimony recently 
released by a House Appropriations sub­ 
committee unveils the postage stamp as a 
symbol of governmental complexity. 
The occasion of the stamp's starring role 
was testimony of H. J. Holtzclaw, director 
of the Bureau of Printing and Engraving. 
As part of the substantiation of his bu­ 
reau’s past expenditures, Holtzclaw de­ 
scribed the manufacture of a postage 
stamp. 
Congressmen were surprised to learn the 
glue on a p o s t a g e stamp is no ordinary 
stickum Not only is it mixed in carefully 
controled 200-gallon vats, with its purity 
under constant scrutiny by the Food and 
Drug Administration, but it is applied to 
the stamps as they come through the pres­ 
ses at a uniform thickness of 0007 of an 
inch. 
Uniformity of this infinitesimal thick­ 


ness of glue is insured bv a battery of 
“beta ray gauge equpment.” The printing 
and engraving chief did not explain why 
this particular thickness was considered 
ideal, but he did acknowledge that some 
persons “have a tendency to lick too much 
of the gum” and thereby destroy the ad­ 
hesive equality of the stamp. 
Despite all the supervision of the Postal 
Service, the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion. the Bureau of Printing and Engrav­ 
ing and the ready availability of the Atom­ 
ic Energy Commission (to check radio­ 
activity after the beta ray microscopic ex­ 
amination), the epitome of postage stamp 
perfection is still foiled by the human ton­ 
gue. 
Which simply does not measure toler­ 
ances in thousandths of an inch. One way 
of insuring that this delicate watering pro­ 
cess is not overdone might be to flavor 
those 200-gallon vats — with a pound or 
two of limburger cheese. 


No Substitute for Victory 


General MacArthur^ truism that there 
is no substitute for victory in war has a 
parallel in politics. A head of government 
who doesn’t have enough of a victory to 
establish dominance in an administration 
is in constant danger. 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer of W e s t 
Germany m a y be in that position now. In 
last year's elections Adenauer's party fail­ 
ed to maintain its m a j o r i t y in parliament 
and had to divide offices with another 
party to assure a majority for the govern­ 
ment. 
It was assumed at the time this was a 
makeshift arrangment which mieht last 
two or three years. Whether it will last 
that long is doubtful. 


The Social Democratic opposition is con­ 
centrating a heavy fire on the chancellor 
and calling on him to retire. The 86-vear- 
old Adenauer, according to the charge, is 
too old to offer effective leadership. 
This does not square with the facts that 
Adenauer is in remarkable health for his 
years and recently has had significant 
talks with President Charles de Gaulle of 
France. Those who saw the Adenauer-De- 
Gaulle meeting said the chancellor looked 
healthier than the president. 
But a chink was opened in the chancel­ 
lor's armor by the inconclusive election 
results Prior to that he was unassailable 
Now it is doubtful whether he can survive 
long on his non-victorious base. 


Cubans Face Hard Times 


With rationing of all sorts, including 
food, and the high cost of living plaguing 
the Cuban people, their red 
rulers 
are 
weanling them that worse times are ahead. 
Ernesto Guevara, minister of industries, 
savs the people must wTork harder for the 
state-operated enterprises which now com­ 
prise 90 per cent of the Cuban economy. 
G u e v a r a tells the thousands of militia, 
men and women, to get off their fat pos­ 
teriors and start working 
in agriculture 
and industry. They are apparently expect­ 
ed to keep up their military drills and 
work in factories and on farms, too. 
Despite this communist organizing ef­ 
fort, the cos* of food has soared 50 p°r 
cent officially in a year. And that doesn't 
reflect what a Cuban really has to pav if 
he wants something. A chicken costs three 


times the government fixed price in the 
black market. 
The Soviet Union and Red China have 
Cuban sugar running out their ears—and 
Cuba has little else to offer in payment 
for imports. If the world communist con­ 
spiracy concludes that Cuba is of little 
value as a military outpost in the Western 
Hemisphere. Castro will have to look else­ 
where for support. Russia has contributed 
heavily to Castro’s air, naval and other 
military strength. 
But if the Cuban economy generally is 
breaking down, weapons will not be effect­ 
ive against spreading domestic discon­ 
tentment. Blit there is no tangible evidence 
as vet that the Cuban people are that des­ 
perate.

The raw flesh 
swells into a tender red sponge, 
covering the edge of the nail Toe 
nails aren t as ingrown as they 
look! 
Never treat serious ingrown toe­ 
nails yourself. Dont even treat 
mild ones if you suffer from dia­ 
betes or sluggish circulation 
Otherwise,

“ towline". Anchor one end of the

ber 1960 and became president 
last December.
